Our  Heritage  as 


Preparation  for  the  Future

Alumnae  returning  to  visit  Pine 
Manor  quickly  become  aware  of  changes 
since  their  own  college  days.  While 
changes  in  the  academic  program  may  be 
less  dramatic  than  new  buildings  or  the 
prospect  of  a new  campus,  they  none  the 
less  portray  the  necessary  and  continual 
re-evaluation  of  the  curriculum,  one  of 
the  many  pursuits  in  American  higher 
education  today. 

The  history  department  had  to  think 
about  a number  of  questions  in  re-evalu- 
ating  its  program.  Will  Pine  Manor 


students  be  better  equipped  to  live  in 
the  space  age  if  they  are  better  informed 
about  the  ancient  beginnings  of  their 
cultural  heritage?  Or  should  they  try 
more  fully  to  develop  historical  per- 
spective toward  the  modern  world?  Can 
their  understanding  of  American  history 
be  sharpened  through  new  approaches 
and  emphases?  These  and  similar  ques- 
tions have  led  to  changes  in  the  history 
program  at  Pine  Manor. 

These  changes  involve  the  introduc- 
tion of  new  courses,  the  reorganization 
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of  the  content  of  others,  different  struc- 
turing of  classes,  and  innovations  in  the 
presentation  of  materials. 

A quick  glance  through  a current  Pine- 
Manor  catalogue  reveals  a number  of 
courses  not  offered  a few  years  ago  and 
new  emphases  in  other  courses. 

Foundations  ol  Western  Culture  Emphasized 

A new  course  introduced  this  year  en- 
ables students  to  investigate  more  fully 
major  developments  in  Western  Civiliza- 
tion prior  to  the  fifteenth  century.  For- 
merly a limited  glimpse  into  several  of 
these  developments  was  embodied  in 
The  United  States  in  a World  Setting. 
However,  it  was  evident  that  a sizable 
number  of  entering  freshmen  had  stud- 
ied little  if  anything  about  ancient 
Greece  and  Rome  and  medieval  Europe 
in  their  secondary  school  years.  It  seemed 
desirable  that  our  students  have  an  op- 
portunity to  elect  a course  providing 
more  depth  in  these  areas.  The  result 
was  the  elimination  of  this  material  from 
the  American  history  course  and  the 
introduction  of  Foundations  of  Civiliza- 
tion. 

The  new  offering  has  not  been  de- 
signed to  copy  ''typical"  courses  in 
ancient  and  medieval  history.  Its  aims 
are  to  help  students  achieve  historical 
perspective,  acquire  a better  understand- 
ing and  appreciation  of  contributions  of 
other  disciplines  to  man’s  knowledge  of 
Western  Civilization,  and  develop  an 
acquaintance  with  historically  important 
events,  ideas,  institutions,  and  people. 
Thus,  although  much  of  the  assigned 
reading  in  the  first  semester  deals  with 
ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  it  also  in- 
cludes one  anthropological  study,  two 
in  archeology,  and  one  in  the  philosophy 
of  history.  Likewise,  the  second  sem- 
ester’s reading  list  emphasizes  charac- 
teristics of  medieval  life  and  institutions 
rather  than  a formalized  textbook  or 
chronological  approach. 

The  paper-back  revolution  has  helped 
provide  a wide  choice  of  available  works 
for  inclusion  in  the  reading  lists,  which 
are  given  here  for  the  benefit  of  any 
alumna  who  may  be  interested.

Second  Semester:  William  Barck,  The  Ori- 
gins of  the  Medieval  World.  Carl  Stephen 
son.  Medieval  Feudalism . Robert  Hoyt.  Feu- 
dal Institutions-.  Cause  or  Consequence  of 
Decay?,  Henri  Pirenne,  Economic  and  Social 
History  of  Medieval  Europe,  Eileen  Power. 
Medieval  People,  Henri  Pirenne.  Medieval 
Cities,  Robert  Lopez,  The  Tenth  Century: 
lloiv  Dark  the  Dark  Ages?,  John  Huizinga, 
The  Waning  of  the  Middle  Ages. 

The  course  Modern  Europe  con- 
tinues to  emphasize  major  movements, 
trends,  and  influences  since  the  Middle 
Ages.  One  of  the  changes  here  involves 
class  structure.  All  students  electing  the 
course  meet  twice  weekly  for  lectures, 
following  which  discussions  take  place 
within  smaller  sections. 

All  students  read  assigned  materials 
in  Raymond  P.  Stearns,  Pageant  of  E/t- 
rope, an  extensive  collection  of  sources 
and  commentaries  in  the  history  of  Eu- 
rope beginning  with  the  Renaissance. 
Numerous  works  dealing  with  various 
aspects  of  the  field  are  on  the  reserved 
book  shelves  for  supplementary  reading. 
In  addition  each  student  during  the  first 
semester  studied  Roland  H.  Bainton, 
The  Age  of  the  Reformation,  Louis  L. 
Snyder,  The  Age  of  Reason,  and  Leo 
Gershoy,  The  Era  of  the  French  Revo- 
lution. Special  assignments  during  the 
second  semester  were  scheduled  to  cover 
nineteenth  and  twentieth  century  di- 
plomacy, revolutions,  movements,  wars, 
and  ideas. 

Discussion  Groups  Used  in  U.  S.  History 

The  course  The  United  States  ac- 
cording to  the  catalogue  description, 
"presents  American  national  develop- 
ment from  the  settlements  to  the  present, 
with  emphasis  upon  the  relationship  be- 
tween socio-economic  factors  and  politi- 
cal evolution.”  In  this  course,  too,  lec- 
ture and  discussion  sections  are  sched- 
uled to  provide  for  the  large  number  of 
students  electing  it.  The  use  of  mono- 
graphic studies,  with  special  attention 
to  problems  of  historical  interpretation, 
gives  added  flavor  to  the  course.  Each 
discussion  section  is  assigned  a different 


group  of  specialized  studies  in  addition 
to  the  books  which  all  are  to  read. 

The  reading  list  includes  John  C.  Wahlke, 
Causes  of  the  American  Revolution,  Earl 
Latham,  The  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  the  Constitution,  Evarts  B.  Greene,  The 
Revolutionary  Generation,  G.  R.  Taylor,  Ham- 
ilton and  the  National  Debt  and  Jackson 
versus  Biddle,  Marvin  Meyers,  The  Jacksonian 
Persuasion.  Glyndon  Van  Dusen.  The  Jack- 
sonian Era,  Carl  R.  Fish,  The  Rise  of  the 
Common  Man,  John  Hope  Franklin,  From 
Slavery  to  Freedom,  Bruce  Catton,  A Stillness 
at  Appomattox  and  U.  S.  Grant  and  the 
American  Military  Tradition,  Thomas  Coch- 
ran and  William  Miller,  The  Age  of  Enter- 
prise. Ray  Ginger,  Altgeld's  America,  Foster 
R.  Dulles,  Labor  in  America.  Oscar  Handlin, 
The  Uprooted,  Harold  Faulkner,  Decline  of 
Laissez  Faire  and  Quest  for  Social  Justice, 
Broadus  Mitchell,  The  Depression  Decade, 
Dixon  Wecter,  Age  of  the  Great  Depression. 
Dexter  Perkins,  The  New  Age  of  Franklin 
Roosevelt. 

The  two  one-semester  courses  Con- 
temporary Intellectual  Problems  and 
Diplomatic  History  of  the  United  States 
in  the  Twentieth  Century  round  out  the 
offerings  in  history  this  year.  Each  is 
aimed  at  seniors  and  designed  to  encour- 
age analysis  in  depth.  The  former  empha- 
sizes the  works  of  such  original  thinkers 
as  Freud,  Marx,  and  Nietzsche  and  the 
impact  of  their  ideas  in  the  twentieth 
century.  The  latter  presents  the  shaping 
of  the  foreign  policy  of  America  since 
its  emergence  as  a world  power.  In  part 
these  courses  replace  Contemporary 
World  Problems  and  American  Issues, 
known  to  alumnae  of  several  years  ago. 

In  summary,  Pine  Manor’s  history 
program  is  kept  alert  to  the  needs  of  its 
students.  They  can  increase  their  knowl- 
edge and  understanding  of  the  ancient 
beginnings  of  Western  civilization,  the 
emergence  of  the  modern  world,  the  role 
of  the  United  States  in  world  affairs,  and 
the  twentieth  century  consequences  of 
nineteenth  century  intellectual  ferment. 
In  addition,  each  student  is  stimulated 
through  these  courses  to  develop  histori- 
cal perspective,  an  ability  to  comprehend 
relationships,  and  an  appreciation  of  the 
meaning  of  history.  She  is  encouraged 
to  view  history  as  essential  to  an  educa- 
tion in  the  liberal  arts.  Such  an  educa- 
tion enables  the  young  person  not  only 
to  view  the  heritage  of  which  she  is  a 
part  as  a preparation  for  the  future,  but 
also  to  see  the  present  and  the  future 
building  on  the  past. 
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At  Honors  Assembly  in  February  President 
Ferry  congratulates  the  college's  leading 
honor  student,  Nancy  Tilley,  '62,  of  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  president  of  Student  Govern- 
ment. 


For  nearly  two  years  we  have  been 
investigating  the  problem  of  finding 
satisfactory  language  laboratory  equip- 
ment suited  to  the  special  needs  of  this 
college.  It  is  a great  pleasure  to  report 
that  the  search  is  now  nearing  its  end, 
and  if  all  goes  well  we  expect  to  see  a 
laboratory  in  operation  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  current  college  year. 

The  problem  with  most  language 
laboratories  is  that  students  are  re- 
quired to  leave  the  usual  classrooms 
whenever  they  wish  to  use  the  equip- 
ment. This  is  time-consuming  and  awk- 
ward for  both  students  and  faculty.

We  established  as  a basic  principle 
that  whatever  we  chose  must  operate  in 
a usual  class  setting  and  be  so  con- 
structed that  it  could  be  folded  away 
instantly  when  not  in  use.  There  were 
few'  such  devices  available,  but  careful 
and  patient  search  by  Mile.  Gegerias 
and  Dr.  Henry  eventually  discovered 
just  what  we  needed.  Final  specifica- 
tions are  now  being  prepared  by  the 
manufacturer;  plans  call  for  the  prompt 
placing  of  an  order  for  a room  with 
'stations’  for  eighteen  students  to  be 
installed  at  once  in  one  of  the  Alumnae 
Library  discussion  rooms. 


This  w'hole  development  will  be  fi- 
nanced by  gifts  to  the  Friends  Fund 
and  will  serve  as  one  more  visible 
measure  of  the  immense  importance  of 
this  fund  to  the  college.  It  will  supple- 
ment such  completed  projects  as  the 
Friends  Room,  new  laboratory  equip- 
ment for  the  natural  sciences,  music 
building  furnishings  and  instruments, 
choir  robes,  and  the  Friends  Lectures. 
The  list  of  such  accomplishments  is 
very  long,  and  each  contributes  some- 
thing important  that  the  usual  budget 
could  not  have  provided. 

Since  four  out  of  five  of  our  current 
students  carry  at  least  one  modem  lan- 
guage course  while  at  Pine  Manor,  the 
newr  laboratory  will  prove  of  value  to 
a great  number.  It  is  to  be  so  construct- 
ed that  it  can  be  taken  with  us  when 
we  move  to  the  new  campus,  so  that  it 
will  serve  the  college  for  many  years. 

This  will,  in  our  opinion,  give  Pine 
Manor  the  finest  equipment  for  language 
instruction  of  any  junior  college  in 
America,  for  the  language  laboratory 
will  supplement  the  resident  French 
and  Spanish  houses  that  are  both  unique 
and  invaluable  in  promoting  the  use 
of  the  languages  for  everyday  speech. 
It  is  an  understatement  to  say  that  we 
are  very  grateful  to  the  many  parents 
and  friends  who  have  made  it  possible 
for  this  valuable  development  to  occur. 
If  the  manufacturer  can  meet  the  sched- 
ule we  shall  hope  to  be  able  to  show' 
the  laboratory  in  use  to  parents  who 
gather  here  at  Fathers’  Day  in  early 
May. 

Faculty  and  Trustees  Look  to  the  Future 

A committee  of  the  faculty  has  been 
asked  to  set  about  a careful  appraisal 
of  this  college’s  program  as  it  now'  is, 
and  of  what  it  should  be  in  fifteen 
years,  in  a new  setting,  and  with 
somewhat  larger  numbers.  A trustee 
committee  is  nearing  the  end  of  its 
search  for  an  architect  to  design  build- 
ings within  the  overall  campus  plan 
now  completed  by  the  firm  of  Sasaki- 
Walker  and  Associates,  and  this  means 
that  drawings  of  actual  structures  pro- 
posed should  be  ready  for  you  to  see 
by  Commencement-time  if  all  goes 
well.  Do  plan  to  come  back  to  the  col- 
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lege  then  to  join  with  us  in  thinking 
through  some  of  the  exciting  projects 
that  lie  immediately  ahead. 

You  will  find  mention  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  that  Mrs.  Marie  Warren  Pot- 
ter, president  emerita,  has  accepted  an 
appointment  as  special  consultant  to  the 
president.  Her  wisdom  and  knowledge 
of  the  past  will  be  invaluable.  She  will 
play  a major  role  in  protecting  our  heri- 
tage as  we  adapt  to  the  needs  of  chang- 
ing times. 

It  is  with  particular  pleasure  we  call 
your  attention  to  the  article  presenting 
new  trustees  in  this  issue.  You  will 
remember  that  the  chairman  of  the 
board,  Mr.  Blakeley,  said  at  the  Con- 
vocation Luncheon — "Our  new  mem- 
bers will  be  young,  vital  and  hard-work- 
ing.’ The  description  applies  well  to 
the  men  in  question,  and  the  college 
will  benefit  greatly  from  their  joining 
us.  They  are  men  of  vision,  experience, 
and  great  energy.  Note  with  pride  also

Old  Brookline  Landmark  To  Become 

The  move  of  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  to  the  spacious  and  beau- 
tiful Dane  estate  in  Brookline  is  planned  for  1964  — this  all 
alumnae  know.  W hen  the  Brookline  Chronicle-Citizen  this  Decem- 
ber presented  a feature  story  about  the  history  of  the  Dane  estate, 
the  Bulletin  editors  felt  that  alumnae  would  be  interested.  Here, 
with  permission,  are  excerpts  from  the  newspaper  feature. 


S inch  the  day  Ernest  Dane  pur- 
chased Roughwood  (July  28,  1904) 

once  a week  he  would  wander  through 
its  woodlands,  listening  to  the  whisper 
of  the  winds  through  the  pines  and  ad- 
miring the  white  birches  and  stately 
chestnut  trees  which  buried  their  roots 
deep  into  the  rich  soil.  On  these  hikes, 
Ernest  Dane  would  often  recall  the  his- 
tory of  his  property. 

Known  in  the  1880's  as  Brookline 
Woodlands,  the  acres  which  stretched 
across  Woodland  Road  and  beyond  the 
land  now  called  Hammond  Street,  be- 
longed to  Thomas  Gaffield.  On  the  200 
acres  which  Gaffield  owned,  the  barn 


(later  used  as  the  "farm")  was  the  only 
building. 

In  October  of  1888,  Roughwood 
switched  hands  and  became  the  property 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Cox,  who  built 
part  of  what  is  presently  the  main  house. 
Then  in  1904,  the  Danes  claimed  the 
estate  and  until  the  summer  of  1961, 
Roughwood  was  the  home  of  one  of  the 
oldest  families  in  Brookline. 

When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Dane 
moved  to  Roughwood,  they  owned  land 
lying  east  of  Woodland  Road  (more 
than  34  acres)  . . . the  coach  stable,  two 
gate  houses,  a section  of  the  greenhouse, 
and  part  of  the  cow  barn  which  had  been 


swing  down  into  the  Southwest  as 
well,  in  an  effort  to  bring  news  of  the 
college  first-hand  to  alumnae  and  oth- 
ers. It  will  be  very  helpful  to  have  a 
chance  to  obtain  your  ideas  in  this  way. 

To  Grow  from  Old  Roots  in  New  Soil 

Shortly  there  will  be  blueprints  to 
see,  to  be  followed  by  new  construc- 
tion; buildings  will  rise  in  Chestnut 
Hill.  It  is  a dramatic  and  wonderful 
thing  to  see  a college  growing  from 
old  roots  in  new  soil.  We  shall  try  to 
keep  those  of  you  who  are  far  away 
in  touch  with  progress  through  this 
Bulletin,  but  we  hope  very  much  that 
all  of  you  who  can  arrange  it  will 
come  back  to  talk  with  us  personally, 
to  see  what  is  going  on,  and  to  give  us 
your  points  of  view.  We  want  you  to 
share  with  us  the  great  pride  we  feel 
in  your  college  as  it  enters  a new  era.

added  to  the  estate.  In  1907  the  auto 
garage  was  constructed.  In  1909  the  red 
brick  addition  to  the  house  known  as 
the  music  wing  was  completed,  and  in 
1916  the  organ  loft  inside  was  doubled 
in  size  to  accommodate  the  new  organ, 
which  had  7500  individual  pipes. 

Great  music  lovers,  Ernest  Dane  and 
his  wife  would  invite  guests  to  the  house 
every  Tuesday  evening  in  the  winter  to 
hear  performances  by  well-known  musi- 
cians. Ernest  Mitchell,  whom  Ernest 
Dane  sent  to  Harvard  Music  School  and 
Paris  for  study  under  Vierne  at  St.  Sou- 
plice  in  Paris,  often  played  for  the 
Danes  and  their  company  on  the  magnifi- 
cent organ.  Later  Mitchell  became  or- 
ganist and  choir  master  at  Trinity 
Church  in  Boston,  then  moved  on  to 
take  the  same  post  at  Grace  Church  in 
New  York  City.  Many  members  of  the 
Boston  symphony  orchestras  played  in 
the  oak-paneled  music  room  of  the  Dane 
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estate  on  blustery  winter  nights,  as  did 
the  world  renowned  cellist  Piatigor- 
sky.  . . . 

Surveying  his  land,  Ernest  Dane  could 
not  help  but  be  proud.  Both  his  sons 
had  been  born  in  the  Manse  that  he 
called  home.  Dairy  products  for  the 
kitchen  — milk,  butter,  and  eggs  — all 
were  brought  up  from  his  farm  which 
stood  on  what  is  now  Woodland  Road. 
At  its  height,  the  farm  had  30  cows,  20 
pigs,  countless  rabbits  and  hens,  40 
ducks,  20  geese,  and  30  pheasant.  In 
the  greenhouse  — which  was  situated 
next  to  a winding  shady  pond  — or- 
chids, geraniums,  and  many  other  flow- 
ers and  plants  bloomed  during  the 
dismal  winter  months.  Spring  and  sum- 
mertime, however,  the  gardeners  tended 
the  giant  gardens  and  terraces  which  had 
been  carefully  seeded,  and  which  made 
Roughwood  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
estates  for  miles  around. 

The  carriage  house,  warm  with  the 
dean  smell  of  hay  and  freshly  polished 
leather,  stabled  five  carriage  horses,  four 
riding  horses,  sleighs  and  wagons  on 
which  the  brass  and  silver  always  shone 
like  new.  Several  hundred  feet  from  the 
carriage  house  stood  the  auto  garage, 
which  held  two  open  and  two  closed 
cars,  all  Sterns-Knights.  On  snowy  days 
when  the  family  wanted  to  go  to  the 
opera  in  Boston,  they  went  by  sleigh  to 
Dunster  Street  where  one  of  their  cars, 
which  they  kept  at  McNeilly  stable  off 
Hammond,  took  them  down  Boylston 
Street,  the  only  road  that  was  plowed, 
to  Boston. 

In  1942  Ernest  B.  Dane  died.  Eight 
years  later,  his  widow’s  death  placed 
Roughwood  in  the  hands  of  Edward 
Dane.  The  large  collection  of  jade  and 
porcelain,  the  family’s  prize  possession, 
was  given  to  the  Fogg  Museum  at  Har- 
vard where  it  can  be  seen  today;  in  1951 
one-half  of  the  greenhouses  on  the  estate 
were  razed ; soon  thereafter  Edward 
Dane  gave  18  acres  to  the  town  for  a 
playground;  in  1956,  Mrs.  Dane  gave 
the  7500-pipe  organ  to  a Newton 
church;  early  in  1961  four  acres  of  land 
were  deeded  to  the  Country  Club. 

In  July  of  1961  — almost  two  dec- 
ades after  Ernest  Dane’s  death — Rough- 
wood's  19  Vi  acres  were  sold  to  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College.

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REID  HALL  IN  PARIS

Each  year  thirty  graduates  repre- 
senting the  leading  accredited  junior 
colleges  in  the  United  States  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  spend  a third  year 
at  Reid  Hall,  the  well-known  university 
center  in  Paris,  where  a specially  ar- 
ranged program  allows  them  to  perfect 
their  French  while  studying  the  various 
phases  of  French  culture. 

The  program  is  planned  to  meet  the 
needs  of  American  students  who  have 
shown  interest  and  an  ability  to  appre- 
ciate French  culture.  A study  of  the 
literary  masterpieces  of  the  nineteenth 
and  twentieth  centuries  is  complemented 
by  a special  theater  course  which  is  de- 
voted to  the  careful  reading  of  eighteen 
plays  currently  being  shown  at  Paris 
theaters.  Art  lectures  include  weekly 
visits  to  the  Louvre  or  the  Jeu  de  Paume, 
and  also  to  Notre  Dame,  Saint  Denis, 
and  other  Paris  churches.  The  social, 
economic,  and  political  trends  in  French 
history  from  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV  to 
the  present  day  are  skillfully  analyzed 
by  noted  scholars.  And  because  of  the 
small  classes,  written  papers  and  oral 
discussions  are  an  important  part  of  the 
program. 

But  discussions  are  not  limited  to  the 
classroom.  They  often  continue  around 
the  dinner  table  with  French  scholarship 
students  living  at  Reid  Hall  or  at  nearby 
cafes  with  students  from  the  various 
Faculties  of  the  University  of  Paris. 

Students  Share  Intellectual  Experiences 

Reid  Hall’s  proximity  to  the  Sorbonne, 
its  official  ties  with  French  scholars, 
and  its  contact  with  American  universi- 
ties, some  of  which  have  offices  in  Reid 
Hall,  allow  junior  college  graduates  to 
share  the  experiences  of  two  intellectual 
worlds  at  one  time  — the  American  and 
the  French.  This  double  opportunity  is 
especially  important  since  it  is  impos- 
sible for  undergraduates  to  officially  en- 
roll at  the  University  of  Paris. 

The  University  of  Paris  with  all  its 
Faculties,  including  the  Sorbonne,  is  ex- 
clusively a graduate  school  offering 


courses  on  the  graduate  level  only.  I he 
casual  or  younger  student  without  a 
"diplome”  or  degree  in  the  past  has  been 
obliged  to  attend  special  language  or 
civilization  courses  similar  to  those  of 
our  university  extension  programs. 

College  Students  Spend  Junior  Year  Abroad 

American  four-year  colleges  during 
the  last  few  decades  recognized  the  in- 
adequacy of  the  traditional  civilization 
courses  for  their  students  and  established 
special  programs  for  the  American  un- 
dergraduate. They  allowed  students  to 
spend  their  junior  year  in  Paris,  to  study 
under  the  direction  of  outstanding 
French  scholars,  and  then  to  take  special 
examinations  which  help  fulfill  require- 
ments for  a bachelor’s  degree. 

Smith  College  w'as  a pioneering  insti- 
tution in  this  area.  Its  junior  year  abroad 
program  established  at  Reid  Hall  after 
World  War  I developed  with  great  suc- 
cess, and  the  number  of  young  women 
benefiting  from  the  experience  increased 
steadily  in  the  late  forties  and  fifties. 

Because  Reid  Hall  was  unable  to  lodge 
the  growing  number  of  Smith  College 
girls,  Miss  Dorothy  Leet,  president  of 
Reid  Hall,  decided  in  1952  to  make  this 


center  available  to  junior  college  stu- 
dents. Thus,  Reid  Hall,  originally  a 
seventeenth  century  hunting  house  with 
paneled  walls  and  a secret  passageway 
to  the  Palais  de  Luxembourg,  became 
the  home  of  the  Third  Year  in  Paris 
for  junior  college  graduates. 

Pine  Manor  Has  Sent  Twenty-One 

During  the  past  ten  years,  more  than 
twenty-one  Pine  Manor  students  have 
spent  their  junior  year  at  Reid  Hall. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  six 
Pine  Manor  alumnae  in  Paris  at  the 
present  time.  Many  of  these  graduates 
transferred  to  universities  in  the  United 
States  for  their  senior  year.  Although 
colleges  hesitate  to  grant  degrees  to 
candidates  who  spend  only  one  year  on 
their  campus,  a number  of  good  colleges 
and  universities  have  accepted  Reid  Hall 
graduates.  Students  are  always  advised 
to  visit  the  college  to  which  they  plan 
to  transfer  before  sailing  for  France  in 
order  to  facilitate  transfer  procedures. 

Regardless  of  what  Reid  Hall  gradu- 
ates do  after  their  year  in  Paris,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  their  experience  abroad  is  a 
unique  one  in  a French  university 
setting.
